A BKUTAL NURSE. 


Be Strikes and Kills an Obstrepereus Patient 
in Bellevue. 


Nzw Yor«, Oct. 22.—H. ©. B. Lawrence, a 
nurse in the Bellevue Hospital, was arraigned 
before Justice Taintor in the Yorkville Police 
Court yesterday afternoon charged with as- 
saulting with his fista patient who was con- 
fined ina straight-jacket at the time. The 
patient died in less tnan three hours after 
the assault. The patient was John Will- 
jams Sprague, 4 Griver of a brew- 


ery wagon. Early yesterday morning 
Sprague was found in delirium tremens 
and he was taken to the Presbyterian Hospl- 
tal. From there he was removed to Bellevue, 
where he was put in charge of Dr. Stewart Paton 
and Trained-nurse Lawrence. Sprague was 
80 Violent that he had to be marmacied, placed 
in a straight jacketand led to his cot. He 
was confined inthe prison ward. Dr. Paton 

rescriped a sedative for Sprague and retired, 

eaving Instructions to the effect that the 
medioine should be administered once every 
hour. About the middle of the 
forenoon Sprague resisted the nurse’s 
treatment so stubbornly that Dr. Paten was 
called again. Lawrence raised Sprague’s 
head and tried to force the medicine into his 
mouth. During en Sprague called 
the nurse vile na spat in nis face. 
Thereupon Lawrenoee, who is a big fellow, 
lost his temper and struck Sprague three 
blows in the face. The first two biows crushed 
in the patient’s nese and blood spurted over 
the peor man’s clothin ng and ran down to his 
shirt bosem. The third blow cutadeep gash 
over Sprague’s left eye. 

**Stop! stop!’’ cried Dr. Paton. 

Lawrence stopped at the third blow. An- 
other nurse was sent for and SsSprague’s 
wounds were bandaged. He sank into an in- 
sensible state and twe hours afterwards he 
died. Dr. Paton reported the occurrence to 
Warden Fallon, who sent for a policeman. 
Policeman Keneally came and arrested Law- 
rence and took him to Yorkville court. Dr. 
Paton went along and told the story of — 
assault. He would not say that Lawren 
killed Sprague, but he admitted that there

Hon. David Sheehy Escorted There 
Under a Strong Guard.

TIPPERARY, Oct. 22 ~Hon. David Sheeby, 
M. P. for thé ‘southern division of Galway, 
and a defendant in the conspiracy case now in 
progress before the magistrates’ court here, 
was to-day removed to Olonmel. Mr. Sheehy 
was closely guarded by a strong escort of the 
Irish constabulary, the authorities being ap- 
prehensive ofan attempt on the part of the 
exasperated Nationalists of the city and vicin- 
ity to fescue the prisoner. Extraordinary 
precautions have been taken by the jail offic- 
lais at Clonmel to assure the safe keeping of 
their distinguished charge; who will be im- 
prisoned for one week in accordance with 
yesterday's decision of the Tipperary magis- 
trates. Mr. Sheehy’s offense consisted in 
making remarks in the court-room whieh 
were held by the bench to constitute con- 
tempt.

BERLIN, Oct. 22.—The Reichsanzeiger to-day 
announces that owing toa lack of funds the 
Government is obliged to decline making 
loans to eomwpanies so astoecnabie them to 
bulid dwellings for workmen. Baren von 
Beriepsch, Prussian Minister of Commerce, 
says: ‘‘While the Government joyfully wel- 
comes al! efforts in the direction of providing 
improved dwellings for the workingmen, it 
must, on principle, decline to assist bulliding 
companies from the coffers ef the Stete, es- 
pecially as itis confident that there is suffi- 
cient capital and public spirit in Berlin to 
form companies which will be coatent with 
moderate profits.’’

Field & Ce.’s Croditors. 


Lonpow, Oct. 23.—The creditors of Field & 
Co., the defaulting American bankers, met 
to-day to hear the report ofthe receiver in 
bankruptey. The receiver announced that 
the sale of the firm’s effects had realized £139, 
and that there were no other assets in Eng- 
land. The creditors atiopted a suggestion 
made by the receiver that they subscribe to a 
fund to prosecute the proving of their title to 
the £7,000 new on deposit in the United States, 
payment of which has veen ordered stopped 
by the British Bankruptcy Coure. 


The Czar’s Advisers Nen- Plussed. 


LONDON, Ont. 22.—The COzar’s advisers are 
said to be non-plussed by the wholesale con- 
version to Christianity of the Jewish students 
at Odessa, who took the step in order to be 
permitted to remain in the University. No 
confidence is felt in the sincerity of the con- 
version. Another problem for Russia is what 
todo withthe mumbers of foreigners, mostiy 
Germans and Austrians, who have taken up 
their residence without authority, in Western 
Russia, many of them being fugitive crimi- 
nals. A proposition to deport them to Siberia 
is being considered. 


The Newfoundland Trouble. 


LonDon, Oct. 22.—Thne Paris correspondent 
of the Siandard is convinced that there has 
been a renewal of negotiations between 
France and England for the surrender of the 
former country of its rights on the New- 
foundliand Shore. As the matter stands at 
the presenttime, France demands a conces- 
sion of territory in West Africa in addition te 
the pecusiary indemnity whies England is 
willing to concede. 


Died in Mexico. 


City OF MEXICO, Oct. 22.—Henry Ward 
Poole, one of the oldest American residents 
in this city, died here yesterday. Mr. Poole 
was a man of rare attainments, and his 
soholarship was recognized in the schools of 
the Mexican capital. Harvard Oollege in 1877 
conferred upon him the degree of Master of 
Arts. A brother and sister live in Massa- 
chusetts, and William F. Poole of Chicago Is 
a brother. 


Se ern enn 
Seymeur’s Damaged Fiecet. 


LONDOR, Oct. 23.—Admiral Seymour has left 
Scarborough on board.of the warship Camper- 
down for Portemouth. The Camperdown 


takes with her the cations on the va- 
rious yessels of the fleet during the recent 
heavy gale. The men will be placed in the 
receiving bespital at Portsmouth. The other 
war vessels of Admiral -Seymour’s fleet w'!l 
remain at Scarborough until such time as the 
Givers shall have recovered the anchors 
which were lost by parting of cables. When 
this work has been secomplished tne ships 
will probably join the Admiral at Portsmouth 
where necessary repairs will be made. 


The Vienna Tramway Kmployes Strike. 


LONDON, Oct, 22.—The Vienna correspond- 
ent of the Times says: It was through the 
mediation of Deputy Pernersdorfer that it was 
agreed thatthe striking tramway employes 
should resume work to-morrow. Nobody is to 
be dismissed. All the coneessions that the 
company has promised will be faithfully per- 
formed under a Government guarantee of a 
practical concession of all the men de- 
manded. 


S cetnenenedineeeeneieenet 
The Germav-Austrian Treaty. 


BERLIN, Oct. 22.—The basis for negotiations 
to secure a revision of the commercial treaty 
with Austria is belng censidered at a confer- 
ence of experts representing the federal 
States of the empire. Only a slight decrease 
in the duties on imperts of agricultural prod- 
ducts will, however, be agreed to by Ger- 
many, which country will probably favor 
Italy to the same extent. 


England’s Unemployed. 
LONDON, Oct, 22.—Tom Mann, the President 


of the Dockers’ Union, declares that the |. 


number of unemployed in England is not less 
than 700,000 and that an eight-hour law is the 
only remedy, as it would require the employ- 
mentof more hands. He does not think very 
highly of Gen. Booth’s pian of relieving the 
poor by furnishing them with work on co- 
operative farms. 


Spain’s New Lear. 


MADRID, Oct, 22.—The Bank of Spain has 
contracted with the Bank of Parie for a thres- 
months’ loan of 100,000,000 francs. The secur- 
ity given for the loan by ‘the Bank of Spain 
consists ef redeemable Spanish 4 per cent. 
bonds. The bank still refuses to give dis- 
count facilities. It even deciines to discount 
the paper of the best houses in Madrid. 


Indignation Meetings in Bavaria. 


BRELIN, Oct. 22.—Indignation meetings are 
being held im Bavaria to protest against the 
many acts of petty tyranny indulged by the 
Minister of the Interior. The enemies of this 
functionary allege that it was because of the 
annoyance suffered at his hands that the un- 
fortunate King Ludwig committed suicide. 


Penalties for Spies. 


PaRIs, Oct. 22.—By the terms of the Dill 
yesterday introduced inte the Chamber of 
Deputies by the Minister of War, M. De 
Freycinet, with regard to the treatment of 
spies, the penaities to which such persons are 
at present liable are doubled. Such penalties 
are also extended so as to cover those employ: 
ing the services of spies. 


A Terrific Explosion. 


Loyrpoy, Oct. 22.—A terrific explosion oc- 
curred in the Government powder mills at 
Waltham to-day. No one was killed, buta 
number of persons were more or less injured, 
and the damage to property was considerable. 
The explosion caused much alarm in the 
neighborhood. 


France’s Peace Treaty With Dahemey. 


PaRIs, Oct. @.—Much dGiscontent is ex- 
pressed at Marseilles, the headquarters of the 
French West African trade, regarding the 
terms of peace with Dahomey, as not includ- 
ing thecession of Whydak to France as the 
traders hoped. 


Can Bell His Cargo. 


HaLiPax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 22.—Capt. Good- 
win of the American schooner George Wil- 
lard, ashore at Lockport, has received special 
permission from the Minister of Fisheries to 
sell her cargo of 12,000 pounds of fresh fish, 
although the vessel has no modus vivendi 
license.

Enlisted in the Ranks of the 
Sheriffs Workers.

The Been ntiegy Spline politicians care 
for nothing ch as they do to 
re-elect Pohlman Sheriff, and they are 
moving everything to accomplish that. 
Official indulgence is taxed to its utter- 
most, and favors are easily obtained by Dem- 
. ocrats who intimate thaj,they may not vote 
the straight ticket. emocrats who have 
_ peedea favors have bee. told to go to see 
Pobiman. Collector Ziegenhein’s office 
is a power among the saloon-keepers. 
Many ofthem find it dificult to pay their 
licenses, many would giadly escape paying 
the tax of $275 for the siz months in which the 
campaign occurs. If they do not pay, Uol- 
lector Ziegenhein loses nething. The city 
may, but he is not out. 

ENLISTING SALOON KEEPERS. 

There areiuthe city more than 150 saloon 
keepers who have not paid the license which 
felidue July 1. They are three anda half 
months behind hand. This is an unusually 
large number andthe campaign accounts for 
it. These delinquents are not neglected. 
They have not been forgotten. They are 
visited by Deputy Collectors, who are doing 
very active political work, and they are doing 
much of iton delinquents. If one will make 
a trip to a few of the poorer saloons 
in the district where the business 
is not very profitable, and that is where the 
delinquents are, one will easily discover how 
‘the little game is being worked, One will 
find a solid Democratic saloonkeeper, 
with the cards of every Democratic candidate 
in the field, except one, scattered over the 
shelf behind the bar, leaning againet giasses 
or pasted on the mirror. The absent one is 
Staed’s and in its piace is the card bearing the 
eutof Pohlman. Another thing which will be 
found notiseably absent is the license for the 
latter half ot 1890. Thatsalooukeeper has been 
whipped into line. He has not resented the 


suggestion to support Pohiman aud be is not 
being troubled about his license. If he dees 
retuse he will find himself brought up with a 
round turn, as several huve been. 

The Collector’s office has taken a new de- 
parture during the campaign. It has beeathe 
custom in that office to prosecute delinquents 
in the Police Court where the costs are 
trifling because the offense is merely a tech- 
nicalone. No warrant has been sworn out 
against one of them for years, certainly none 
witbin the past four years, until recently, but 
the Court ofCrimina!l Correction and the heavy 
costs thatatrial entails there are being used 
as a bludgeon on delinquents. On Oct. 18 five 
warrants were issued by Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Dierkes, and on the 15th two 
more. Thev were issued in the morning, torn 
up and then new ones issued again in 
the afternoon. Armd now comes a pecu- 
liar base of *“8o case which is 
best thustratea by the experience of one man. 
Jame H. Cunningham is the proprietor of a 
galioon at 800 South Second street. Heilsa 
Democrat, was born one and has never 
scratched. He was delinquent snd Deputy 
Collector Tweilmann calied upon him. He 

ave Cunningham a lot of cards of a Repub- 
ean candidate gad asked him todo whut he 
eould for him. 

CUNNINGHAM REFUSED. 

Cunningham gaid be would donothing of the 
kind; thathe was a Democrat and he was 
going to support and vote for the Democratic 
nominee. Twellman leftthe place and said 
nothing more, On Dec. l4he wentback. He 
left more of the cards and again asked Oun- 
ningham to support Seigmund. 

Again Cunningham refused and the next 
morning his case was taken out of the Police 
Court and a warrant for his arrest was swora 
out. City Attorney Butier has 150 cases avainst 
delinquent gaioon keepers in the Police Court 
and some of them have been picked out and 
removed to the Court of Criminal Correction, 
where the costs are heavy and the trial bur- 
densome. Among them is James J. O’ Malley, 
whose saloon is on Fourth street, just south 
of Clark avenue. He is an Irish Republican 
who is not in favor with either side. 

Speaking of bisarrest to-day, hesaid: ‘‘I 
have always been treated fairly by the Col- 
lector, but his chief deputy, Julius Warz- 
berger, is responmsiole tor this. I think he 
is prejudiced against me because I am of Irish 
birth and he is of German birth. I gavea 
bond that was wortb $100,000. 

The others whe were arrested were Irish 
Democrats. Among them was John OC. Cal- 
houn, a brother-in-law of Fleming, the Dem- 
ocratic City Central Committeeman from the 
Twenty-first Ward.

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THE SLAYER OF OFFICER WILMER TO BE 
TEIFD FOR MURDER. 
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The Grand-Jury Returns Four free Bilis for 
Murder ond a Number of Indictments for 
Minor Offenses—Joseph Lemon, James 
Gaines and Crabtree to Be Put on Trial 
for Their Lives. 


The October Grand-jury made a partial re- 
fort this morning. The body has now been 
in session for a total of six days,during which 
time forty-one indictments have been re- 
turned. Eight ignored bills were sent down. 
An arraignment of the defendant in whose 
cases true bills were obtained will probably 
be made in the Criminal Court next Friday 
morning. The Grand-jury will remain in 
session for at least a week and may not make 
afinalreportof its work until the latter part 
of next week. The city institutions will 
probably be visitea. 

Four indictments for murder head the list. 
Louis Crabtree was charged with murder in 
the first degree. Crabtree is the ’Frisco 
brakeman who killed Police Officer Louls 
Wilmer of the Fifth District. The shooting 
took place on the evening of Aug. 25. Officer 
Wilmer met Crabtree in the ’Frisco yards, 
near Ewing avenue, and undertook to search 
him for concealed weapons. Crabtree broke 
away and ran. Wilmer found him ten 
minutes later seated “on a pile of 
ties nearthetrack. The mon grappled and 
Crabtree shot the officer In thé back. Wilmer 
died a week later at the Mullanphy Hospital. 
Crabtree escaped to Dent County, where he 
was captured and brought back. He has 
previously borne a bad reputation. 

CHARGED WITH WIF® MURDER. 

Joseph Simon was also charged with mur- 
derin the first degree. The defendant is the 
old Germar, whots alleged to have caused 
the death of his wife. The couple livedina 
dilapidated shanty on Ferry street in North 
St. Louis. Both were in the habit 
of going on prolonged sprees 
and frequently fought while in a drunken 
frenzy. Onthe morning of Aug. 9 neighbors 
going past the house on their way 
to work saw Simor lying on the back 
An investigation showed Mrs. 
stretched out on the bed, 
cold in death. The pelice were notified 
and hadthe body sent to the morgue, An 
axamination of the ‘remains showed that the 
unfortun woman had met her death by 
death by Violence. Her skull was fractured 
and her face and body were literally covered 
with braises and wounds. Simon . re- 
mained in a drunken stupor for several hours. 
When he recovered sufficiently te appreciate 
thesituation he said that his wife, while un- 
der the influence of tiquor, had startea to 
walk across the yard, when she was 
taken with an epileptic fit and fell. 
He insisted that the wounds and 
bruises found on the body were 
inflicted by the stones anu rubbish in which 
the woman fell. Later he admitted that they 
had quarreled in the house, but swore that he 
had not struck his wife with anything but his 
hang. The prisoner is almost 65 years old. 

b A TENEMENT HOUSE HOMICIDE. 

John W. May was indicted for murder in 
the second degree. May killed Andrew J. 
Carroll. Thetwo men lived with their famli- 
lies In a double house at 1923 Gratiot street. 
On the afternoon of Sept. 5, May alleges, 
he heard Carroll beating his 
wife and ran into Carroll’s part 
of the house in order to see what was the mat- 
ter, While there Carroll, it ig said, threat- 
ened to shoot his daughter. May saw the 
man’s revolver and told him to put it away. 
A scuffie ensued between the two men 
and May fired, Carroll was instantly 
killed. Mrs. Carroli and her daughter 
have at all times defended May in bis action. 
Their testimony will probably clear him when 
his case comes to trial. he one suspicious 
circumstance in connection with the case is 
the disappeerance of the revolver, which Mrs. 
Carroll, her daughter and the defendant all 
insist Carroll had in his hand. Officers 
Downey, Byrne and Fox were in the house 
five minutes after the shooting but failed to 
find the weapon. 

KILLED WITH AN AXE. 

James Gaines is also indicted for murder in 
the second degree. Gaines is a brutal looking 
young colored man. He had often quarrelied 
with another negro named Arthur Gardner 
over a woman of their color, known as Mary 
Cunningham. Ganies was living with the 
woman in a house in Battle row. 
Gardper went to the place on 
the morning of Aug. * 2, and 
endeavoredjito induce fjthe woman to go with 
him. While he was there Gaines retarned. 
The newcomer seized anaxe which stood 
against a woodpile in the yard and as Gardner 
came around the corner of the house struck 
him in the neck. The blade sank 
deep into the unfortunate negro’s 
body and be fell without a groan.

HE GOT NO SYMPATHY. 


Charlies F. Kirby Sent to Jail for Beating 
His Wife. 


New Yor«K, Oct. 22.—Chas. F. Kirby, a tall, 
well-dressed man, 3% years old, was sent to 
the Newark Jail for nimety days yesterday by 
Police Justice Rodrigo of that city for assault 
and battery upon his wife, Matilda, a petite 
woman, rather pretty and about 30 years old,

Several monthe later 
he returned and took her to a boarding- 
house in Franklin street. They stayed there 
one week when Kirby pretended that he 
had found employment in Jersey City. He 
went to that city to live and his wife went 
home. Several] timesshe spent a portion of 
the day with him in Jersey City, but on each 
occasion he sent her home without having 
offered her a morseloffood. Recently Mrs. 
Kirby received a letter from a lawyer in this 
city informing ber that her husband had in- 
stituted proceedings for divorce. On Monday 
night Kirby called at her mother’s house and 
his wife told him that she preferred a divorce 
to a life with aman who in fourteen months 
had paid but $ for her maintenance. Kirby 
insisted that she should come and live with 
him, and seizing her by the shoulder sheuted: 

‘*] want this thing settied at once,’’ at the 
same time drawing a knife. 

‘*Wailt, I°H go,’ replied the terrtfiied 
woman, and putting on ber sacque the coupie 
passed into t estreet. Atter walking half a 
block Mrs. Kirby began shouting for help, 
and her husband disappeared. He was after- 
ward arrested and locked up.

The publication of occasional attacks 
upon the pending amendment providing 
for a reorganization of the State Supreme 
Court with two additional Judges may 
prevent some voters from voting for it 
who have not taken the trouble to read its 
provisions. Its only danger of defeat is 
from. such inattention on the part of a 
majority of voters, not from the force of 
any objections yet urged against its adop- 
tion by the people, and the more adverse 
criticism prompts them to read it the 
more votes it will get. 

It simply gives the Supreme Court two 
additional Judges, appointed by the Gov- 
ernor to hold office till the next general 
election in 1892, and thereatter to be 
elected by the people as the others are. 
To clear the docket it provides that one 
division of three Judges sball hear all 
appeals in criminal cases, and such other 
appeals as may be assigned to it by the 
full bench, while another division of four 
Judges shall hear the rest of the docket. 
A majority of the Judges of either divis- 
ion can give the decision of the court, 
but where they are equally divided, or 
where one Judge dissents ora Federal 
question is involved, the losing party may 
demand a decision from the full bench, or 
either division may convoke the full 
bench when it think s a case suchas calls 
for a full bench decision. And whenever 
the court is well up with the docket, it is 
authorized to abandon the two-division 
method, and hear all cases in full bench 
or to resume the dual system again when 
necessary to prevent the delay of justice. 
This is the whole sum and substance of 


the change proposed, except that one of| 


the judges is to be elected Chief Justice 
by his colleagues. Whatever minor faults 
of detail it may include are so immaterial 
that the bar of the State is practically a 
unit in urging its adoption and in declar- 
ing that its defeat at the polls would be 
equivalent toa denial of justice for many 
yearsto come. Rather than involve the 
people in the manifold evils of such a 
denial every voter who has failed to make 
up his own mind on the subject can safely 
venture to erase the ‘‘No”’ and leave the 
*“Yes’’ upon his ballot upon the advice of 
the bar associations of the State.

SECRETARY WINDOM has been compelled 
to rebuke the National World’s Colum- 
bian Fair Commission for pocketing so

From a New York Letter. 

W hatever happens to Mr. Pulitzer his record 
is made, hig achievement is acknowledged. 
The story of his life as he himself recalls it 
must seem like a dream as wierd and wonder- 
ful as are the tales of the ‘‘ Arabian Nights.’’ 

Lese than a generation ago he was a howme- 
less and penniless youth in this city, know- 
ing mot a single person here, speaking not a 
word of English, and compelled, that he 
might get food to support life, to enlist in the 
United States Army, although he was a mere 
boy. His life since then reads like a fairy 
tale, Noteven the wonderful fortunes of the 
Argonauters or discoverers of big bonunzas of 
the West are more fescinating, strange and 

Gazzliing than the story of Mr. Pulitzér’s 
career, 

It is a curious fact in connection with the 
date of removal to the new building that the 
10th of the month has been a day fateful for 
good for Mr. Pulitzer always. He was born 
on the 10th of April; he had bis first good for- 
tune in St. Louis on the 10th of the month; he 
established his newspaper, the Post-Duis- 
PATOH, Om the l0th of the month, and re- 
moved twice to newer quarters upon the 10th; 
he beught the Wor~pD on the 10th ofthe 
month; he established the EvexinG WORLD 
on the 10th, the corner-stone of the new bulid- 
ing was laid on the 10th, and the WORLD will 
take possession on the 10th.

The marvelious career of Mr. Pulitzer re- 
quired two things, and we may say three, for 
its outworking. One comprised the mental 
and moral endowment of that’ phenomenal 
man himself. The other comprised the en- 
couragéement which American conditions give 
to genius and the response which the people 
ef a tree republic give to faith and to force, 
built upon belief in them and ona Gesire 
for their welfare. The third comprised 
the ability and disposition to select 
as assqciates in laber and as inter- 
preters or executives of his own purpose a 
corps of men who could sensitively and 
accurately infuse their own qualities with his 
own fire. Too much of the man has gone into 
the WORLD to prevent anything which it may 
hereafter become from being less than a pre- 
ponderating and luminous expression of him- 
self. His career in journalism has involved 
the passage of the ordeals of ridicule and 
defamation, which are the toll exacted from 
genius and success, but he has kevt right on 
his way, winning and holding bis place, and 
powerfuily affecting the modes and the spirit 
of the Calling which he made his own.

Mr. Pulitzer’s 
health, though impaired, it is hoped will be 
early restored in a sufficient degree to justify 
him i. assuming his earlier relations to the 
paper. There willbe a general sympathy 
with him ia the meantime in his retirement, 
and ardent wishes that it may be of brief 
duration. Mr. Pulitzer’s is undoubt- 
edly another of the many cases 
of overwork, which haye frustrated greatiy 
successful men. He has a magnificent prod- 
uct of his effort to show in an increase in the 
prosperity of hisnewsape' under his control 
that has made an era in American journalism. 
It is pecul larly unfortunma:e that he should be 
compelled to cease from active effort just as 
the culmination of this is signalized by the 
erection of the new WORLD building; but the 
corps or editors with whom he leaves the pa- 
per have been trained under Mr. Pulitzer, 
fully understand his policy and are ther- 
oughiy competent to carry it out.

MEET ITS WANTS, 


A Shert- Sighted Bullding :clicy Involves the 
Board in a Complication With Centract- 
ora— Physical Culture to Be Intreduced if 
the Money te Pay for it Can Be Found— 
Scheel Beard News, 


The Schoo! Board bas now reached a period 
whith comes every year, when reforms, im- 
provements and novelties are approved and 
adopted, but never introduced because there 
ie n6 money to cover the cost. All the income 
has been appropriated and all of it will be 
used, and if the contemplated expenditures 
for the new buildings and additions are made 
the board will have a hard time scratehing 
through the year. Nearly every fund now 
bas demands made upon it which it is unable 
to meet,and from this time they will increase. 
The introduction of physical culture has been 
decided upon at an expense of $4,000 a year, 
but the appropriation for salaries 
cannot spare a cent for this 
expenditare. The proposed kindergarten 
at the Bryan Hill School was put out of the 
question because the buliding fund will soon 
be milked dry. Every fund is strained and 
outeide of the buliding already provided for 
the board will do nething more this year thar 
see that the schools are kept open and the in- 
struction continues, for there is no aw to 
do anything else with. 

President Miller, speaking of the snvenniee 
this morning, said: 

**The first balf quarter has demonstrated 
that the salary appropriation will be entirely 
used up and our experience so far thie year 
shows that the same is true of every fand. 
The income of the board has been appro- 
priated and appropriatiens will all be used, 
so that leaves nothing behiad. The only ob- 
jection I urged to the adoptions 
of physical culture was that we didn’t 
have the $4,000 to pay fer it. The bills for 
the additions are te be received on Friday 
and I expect that they will call for more 


— than there is in the building fund, so 
that the board is likely te be worse cramped 
than it ig at present.’’ 

SOMETHING STRANGE. 

There is something strange about the con- 
tractea on which bids are to be received on 
Friday. The board decided to make addi- 
tiens to ten schools and peas andaspecifica- 
tions were prepared and bids called for. The 
Building Committee proposed to érect hand- 
some and more suitable school- houses than it 
has been the custom to build here and the 
specifications were more elaborate + tee 
formerly and included many costly thin 
which were, no doubt, extremely desirab “ 
though not absolutely necessary. The re- 
suit of this was some very pretty plans, buta 
set of bids which were so high that they sur- 
prised the School Board. The average cost 
per room intormer years was about $2,900, 
but this time it jumped suddenly up to $4,500 
per room and there were rumors that there 
was a combine among the bidders. The 
board didrm’t like the looks of things and 
didn’t like the prices. The lowest bids sub- 
mitted were as follows:

In addigion to that the Building Committee 
wanted $10,000 for heating and $8,200 for the 
architects, making a total cost of $182,200. 
There are only $140,436.25 to the credit of the 
bullding fund, and since tne other appropria- 
tions will use up all the balance of the board’s 
income it seemed impossible to accept these 
bids, even ifthere were no rumors about a 
combine among buiiders, When the Building 
Comittee reported the bids and asked for a 
sufficient appropriation to cover them the 
board rejected them and referred them back 
to the committee, to be returned to the bid- 
ders, and new ones called for. 

REFUSED TO CHANGB SPECIFICATIONS. 

It was moved then that the specifications 
should be changed, but, strange to say, that 
motion was defeated and the builders who 
had bid originally on these specifications 
were asked to bid on them asecond time and 
to reduce their bids. The improbability of 
their doing anything of tne kind did not seem 
.to strike the board. The bid in the first place 
was a declaration on the part of the bidder 
that that was the lowest price for which he 
could do the work and make a fair profit, and 
it is not probable that any of them will recede 
from that position. It is expected, therefore, 
that the bids will be handed back on Friday

BALLOT. 


The Liability ef Voters Making a Mistake on 
Aceceunt of a Lack of Infermatien 
Demonstrated By an Experience at the 
City Hall To-Day—The Number ef Bal- 
lets te Be Printed. 


A partially complete ballot has been pre- 
pared by Recorder of Yoters Williams which 
for the time will suffice to show just what the 
complete ballot will be and what the vo’ ~ 
wili have to do to vote-it. The ballet is ne. 
four times as large as any ever used in St. 


 Louts before and looks somewhat formidable. 


The ballot isa sheet of paper 92x24 inches 
In size, and is divided into four equal 
parts. The upper itleft hand cor. 
ner is headed ‘*Democratic,’’ the upper 
right hand ‘‘Republiican,’’ the lower 
left hand quarter, ‘‘Union Labor,’’ and the 
lower right hand equare, ‘‘Nominations by 
Electors.’’ Under each heading is printed a 
list of the candidates. The order in which 
the candidates are placed on the tickets is the 
same in each case. The first is Congressman, 
the Juage of State Supreme Court, State Su- 
perintenaent of Public Schools, Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioner, State Senator, 
Btate Representatives, Judge Circuit Court, 
Clerk Ciroult Court, Judge Probate Oourt, 
Judge Criminal Court, Clerk of Oriminal 
Coart, Judge Court Criminal Cerrection, Clerk 
Court Criminal Correction, Prosecuting 
Attorney fer Oourt of Crim inal 
Correction, Assistant Prosecuting Attorrey, 
Sheriff, Coroner, Recorder of Deeds, 
Justice of the Peace, Oonstable, constitu- 
tional amendment. Under the name of each 


candidate there is left a biank in which the 
pame of another candidate can be written. 
For example, under the nameof Daniel Dil- 
lon on the Democratic quarter ef the ballot 
is a}t’ \on which a voter can write the name 
ofa ther candidate should he desire to 
ecra\ udge Dillon. This rule ise followed 
all the Fay down each ticket, so that when the 
voter bas prepared his ballot for voting all of 
the names will bein one compact bunch on 
just one quarter of the ballot. 

This arrangement is very likely to cause a 
great deal of confusion, as itis notin keeping 
with the general i pression of how the baliot 
should be fixed. The prevalent idea is that 
in arranging. bis ballot the voter shall dono 
writing, but shall scratch off ali the names en 
the baliot except those which he wants to 
vote, no matter what ticket itappears on. In 
explanation of the terme It must be said, the 
ballot is the ertire sheet containing the ‘com- 
plete listor all the candidates. The tickets 
are the lists of candidates printed under the 
different party headings. 

MAJ. ‘WILLIAMS’ EXPLANATION. 

~Maj. Williams was asked to explain the 
exact mode of procedure in arranging the 
ballot box’voting, and said: ‘*‘You cross out 
all the tickets except the one which centains 
the malority of the names you want to vote. 
Then ifthere are any names orm this ticket 
you do not want to vote, scratch them out by 
Crawing a line through them and write the 
name of your candidate immediately under 
Rede 

**But suppose a man cannot write?’’ 

**The judges are instructed to help him and 
see that the man geis the ticket he wants, and 
to fix it to suit him if he cannot write.’’ 

‘**But ifa man wants to scratch a ticket and 
just leave the pames he wants to vote, no 
et where they appear, won't that do ae 
well?’’ 

‘*No, thatisnotright. The names must be 
allin one group, under the heading which has 
the most of that yvoter’s candidates.’’

THE DENVER (COLO.) SYNDICATE PERFRCT 
A $270,000 PURCHASE. 


They Contemplate the Expenditure of $100,- 
000 More for Improvements—The Buy- 
ers’ Names and Who They Are—Low 
Fares and More Narrow Gauge Trains— 
A Villiage Site at Spanish Pond Beught 
for $35,000 


The East 8. Louis boom was given a great 
boost to-day in the absolute sale of a vortion 
of its vacant property for $270,000, and that 
means the investment of another hundred 
thousand at least for ite development. There 
is no question about the saie of the property. 
The transaction is not an option d@éal, buta 


-bona fide sale out and out, $50,000 im cash and 


a merchantable note of $20,000 having already 
been received by the grantors from the pur- 
chasers on account of the first payment, and 
within a week the deed will be fied for record 
at Belleville. The purchasers are Western 
capitalists from the great silver State of 
Colorade. They embrace a syndicate of ten 
gentlemen who comprised a part of the 
Colorado delegation who visited the Exposi- 
tion and were made special guests 
of the city during Fair week. These 
Colerado parties are enterprising speculators 
and much of the progress ef which their 
thrifty home State boasts is due largely te 
their personal energy. They have a deep in- 
terest in &t. Louis, too, for no city im the 
country. has contributed more money for the 
development of their mining industries. Dur- 
ing their brief stay here they frequently al- 
luded tethe berefits Oolerado had derived 
from St. Louisans, and were profuse in ex- 
pressing their appreciation of what had been 
Gone for them, ia a business as well as in a 
social way. To wmany of their party it 


was their first visit to 8t. Louis, and to them 
the dimensiens of the city, the extent of its 
commercial and industrial interests, the sub- 

stantial character of its public improvements, 
the mammoth cestiy business houses thas 
xive such an imposing appearance to down- 
town streets, the elegance of its parks and 
residential sections and the evidences of 
other improvements to be seen in all direc- 
tions given an impetus by numerous lines and 
systems of rapid tramsit, hada teudency to 
detract the gentiemen’ 8 attention from the 
pleasure they were bent on, and inspired 
them toinvest. Although familiar with the 
push and drive of Westera business-life they 
saw it magnified to such an extent in St. Louis 
they could not withstand the temptation, and 
the more far-seeing and discerning members 
of tne party dropped outof their company 
ranks to look up some profitabie invest- 
ments.

The next business was the election of a Mod- 
@ratorte serve for the ensulne year. The 
members of the meéting had made up their 
minds whom they wanted as Moderater, and 
Rev. Dr. Henry Bullard of St. Joseph was 
nominated. Nomtnations were then closed 
and Dr Builard waselected by acclamation. 
He had refused on several occasiens before to 
allow his name to go before the Presbyteriah 
Synod and did so to-day, but his protest was 
mot heeded.

Pians fer Filling the Lake Frent—Foreign 
Affairs Committee. 


CHICAGO, lll., Oct. 22.—At a meeting of the 
local Board of Directors of the World’s Fair, . 
last might, it wasordered that the work of 
filling and piling the lake front should begin 
as 800n as contracts can be let. About.sixty 
acres ef the submerged iands will be used. 
The Waysand Means Committee reported to 
the board that the submergea land os the 
iake frent could be filled and piled for less 
than $700,000, amd pledged iteeif to provide 
$800,000 fer that purpose. Following this 
propositien the Ways and Means Committee 
presente the following resolution: 

Whereas, It has been determined from the 
first, both by the Commissioners and Direct- 
ors, and has been well understood by the 
citizens of Chicago and those who have 
subscribed to the stock, or who contemplate 
making further subscriptions, that part of 
the World’s Fair shall be held on the so- 
called Lake Front, and, 

W bereas, Such location will greatly heighten 
interest In its affairs, and is necessary to its 
success; and, 

Whereas, Additional money is required for 
the purpose of Alling and piling said Lake 
Front; and 

Whereas, The Ways and Means Committee 
of the World’s Columbjan Exposition has 
pledged itself to raise the sum of $800,000 te 
be used in fliling and piling om the lake front, 
ifsuch an amount should be necessary; now, 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Executive Committee be 
and hereby is authorized and directed to at 
once proceed to let the contracts for the

The committee was authorized, sub- 
ject to ¢be rules and limitations prescribed by 
the directors, to proceed with its work, add 
to its members and appeint sub- committees. 
The Foreign Exhibits’ Cemmittee which 
meets in New York to-day was authorized te 
make such arrangements for soliciting ex- 
hibits from Mexico, Central and South 
America, and the: West Indies as in its judg- 
ment might be deemed advisable. These in- 
structions were telegraphed to the committee 
last nigbt.

standard silver dollars. The fact is that the 
silverfund balance inthe Treasury is very 
low and that there is practically no 
silver in the Treasury against which silver 
certificates can be issued in smal! denomi- 
nations, to be exchanged for legal tender and 
gold notes as was done a year ago. Upte 
date $376,418,466 in standard silver ar 
have been coined, of which amount $64,000 
000, in round numbers, are In circulation, and@® 
$309, 000,000 are held to secure that amount of | 
silver certificates in circulation, about $3,000 
ov0 are held as treasury cash, leavin nly 
about $200,000 against which new silver certi- 
ficates can be issued. With this explanation 
it may be understood easily why 
small silver certificates are not \kely 
be issued. The demand for small 
notes ia increasing daily and is likely to con- 
tinue until the helidays are over. Some con- 
siderable relief, however, is likely to come 
from the issue of new freasury notes in pay- 
ment. for silver § bDbuilion. So far the 
new notes have been issued only in denom- 
inations ef ten, one hundred and one thous- 
ands dollars; but the treasurer says that he 
will be ready to issue the new ones anc fives 
by Nov. 1, and that the departments will then 
begin to pay for silver bullion in small bills 
as much as possible. After that time it is be- 
lleved that the business demands for small 
notes will be premptiy met.

THE GREAT COUNTERFRITER ENDS Bis 
DAYS IN THE COLUMBUS PRISON. 
————EE) 


The EKemarkable Career ofa Skilled EKn-, 
graver, Once inthe Employ ofthe Gov- 
ernment—Pete’s First Counterfeit—His 
Namereus Arrests, Imprisonments and 
Escapes—His Exploits in,St. Louis—The 
Fameus Escape From the Feur Vourts 
Jail. 


CoLtumbBus, O., Oct. 22.—Pete McCartney, 
the ‘‘king of counterfeiters,’’ died in the 
State prison here yesterday. His death closed 
a long career otcrime. In 1888 McCartney was 
released from Michigan City prison. He 
went to Cinciunati, Geciaring that he had re- 
formed and would thereafter live as an honest 
man. Soon after he was arrested in New Or- 
leans for putting counterfeit meney in circu- 
latien. He was convicted and sentenced to a 
term of ten years in the prison here. Shortly 
after arriving here his health broke com- 
pletely and death brought his term of im- 
prisonmenttoanend. The body will be re- 
moved from the Penitentiary to-day and 
buried by friends. 

Peter McCartney in his prime was a wonder- 


fvl man. He was acriminal since his boy- 
hood days and it was perhaps no more than 
just that th!s notorious violater of the consti- 
tuted order of things should end his days in 
prison. His name has been a bywerd in secret 
service departments the country over, and 
efficial records of his doings are doubtless 
kept im every State cast of the Rockies. He 
never established any other than temporary. 
headquarters, the St. Louis autherities among 
others being several times fortunate enough 
to vatch him napping intbejr very midst. At 
about the time of the outbreak of the re- 
bellion a large number of spurious green- 
backs made their appearance in the 
East. The notes were of such excellent work-

manship that McCartney ‘was at once sus- 
pected of the job, he haying previously giver 
evidence of his ability in that direction. United 
States Secret Service nen were put to work 
and McCartney was located, acting as a sutier 
in the Union ranks. A provost-marshal took 
him in charge and took him in frens to 8t. 
Louis from tl.e front, Once in thatcity Pete 
persuaded his capter that the irons were un- 
necessary. These incumbrances removed, 
the prisoner embraced the first opportunity 
to make arun for itand succeeded in getting 
away. Hethen went West to Colorade and 
renewed his operations. 
WORK OF AN EXPERT. 

So dangerous did his productions of this 
date become that the Government actually 
withdrew, at greattrouble and expense, an 
entire issue of the genuine notes, McCartney 
having counterfeited this one issue so success- 
fully that the fraud was hardly ever defected 
until the notes reached the Treasury Depart- 
mentat Washington. McCartney then dis- 
appeared for a while and next came inte no- 
tice as the author ofan immense quantity of 
the fractional paper currency known as ‘‘shin 
plasters.’’ The Johnson brothers and Sam 
Rivers were members ofthe gang which was 
‘*pushing’’ this matter. The Jobnsons were 
caught and promptly ‘‘squealed’’ in order to 
shorten their terms. Bythe aid ofthis infor- 
mation Old Pete was located in an out-of-tbhe 
way :Texas town,a Unitec Sates Marshal 
from Sst. Louis making the arrest. l’ete 
promised his captor that he would never take 
him to St, Louis. He made good his word by 
jumping from the window of the sieeping car 
while the train was dashing along ata thirty- 
mile-an-hour rate. This escape caused con- 
siderable hard feeling between the United 
States Marshal and the Secret service De- 
partment, there being a Secret Service man 
onthesame carat the time of McCarthy’s 
break. The Marshal claimed thatthe detec: 
tive should have assisted in watching the 
prisoner and both men were finally dis- 
charged on acconnt of the affair. 

It was in 1876 that McCartney was arrested 
in St. Louis. it appears that he had gathered 
around him some ot the best counterfeiters in 
the country anc established headquarters in a 
house on the Manchester road leas than five 
blocks from one of the police stations. A 
secret service man located the gang and went 
one night to the house, where.he introduced 
himself and produced torgedietters from some 
of Pete’s friends to tire effect that he was ‘‘all 
right.’’ During the evening McCartney dis- 
covered in some way the offieer’s true 
identity and, watching his chance, tried to 
down the intruder before he could leave 
the house and give the alarm. But the 
secret service man was on his guard 
and drew his revolver. In an instant the 
light was out, am@ the other members of the 
gang who had been sleeping in an adjacent 
room hurried to Pete’s assistance. Fully a 
dozen shots were fired and the detective was 
being rapidly overpowered, when a couple of 
police officers forced the front door, having 
been alarmed by théeshots. McCartney and 
eight of bis pals were arrested and placed in 
jaillatthe Four Courts. A large amount of 
epurious paper and counterfeiters’ tools were 
found inthe house. Twodays later a satchel 
containing over $5,000 of well-executed green- 
backs was taken from a room at the Southern | 


Hotel. 
A REMARKABLE ESCAPE. 

But McCartney did not remain long im- 
prisoned. Here his knowledge of practical 
mechanism and bis wonderful nerve stood 
him in goodturn. Outofa common pint tin 
cup which was furnished him in his cell in the 
8t. Louis Jail, and with no other tools than a 
spoon and his well-trained tingers he manu- 
facturead twokeys with which heone night 
unlocked every cell in one corridor. As- 
sisted bythe members of his gang he dug 
through a selid walland scrambled down the 
outer wall upon Twelfth street. His escave 
was not noticed for more tlantwo hours. By 
that time McCartney and hismen were far 
away. The escape caused considerable re- 
flections to be cust on ihe jail management. 
Remarks subsequentiy dropped by McCartney 
aiso gave Prise tocomments. It hadthe good 
result, however, of so stirring up the city of- 
ficials that a reform was institued in the jail 
which brought about the présent discipline, 
McCartney has never since been In St. Louis. 
Every time hehas been captured other cities 
bad stronger cases againsthim andhe was 
given into their charge. One of the men sup- 
posed to have been concerned in-his st. Louis 
movements, has twice held an official position 
in one of the city departments. If McUartney 
has ever ‘‘peached’’ on his St. Louis official 
friend it has been kept quiet, 


M’CARTNEY’S CHARACTER. 

Pete McCartney was an educated man, and 
had made a thorough study of the principles 
of engraving and the application of his knowl- 
edge toward criminal ends. He was alse 
a most skillful chemist, an expert manufac- 
turer of the finest of engravers’ tools, and 
was possessed of aknowiedee of the making 
of the paper used for bond or monetary pur- 
poses that made him the most dangerous man 
whoever handled an engraver’s teol. His 
early work was on ‘‘wild cat’’ currency be- 
fore the war, and he fairly flooded the coun- 
try with his paper. The best way to deteat 
these counterfeits was to compare on 
with the genuine. The counterfei 
invaribly showed the more artistic 
finish. When the State banks were 
supplanted eee tareee his attention to 
the manufacture of State bonds, his hand!- 
work being readily apparentonasnumber of 
the counterieits of bends issued by several 
Southern States. Afterwards he went to work 
on national bank notes and soon had repre- 
seutatives in every class of society. The de- 
moralization was well nigh complete,and had.

A NUMBER OF INTERESTING VOLUMES 
ADDED TO THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


— 


Some English Works of Interest Just Re- 
eccived—New Works of F.ction for Adults 
—Theological and Keligicus Works—A 
Biographical Series — Books fer All 
Classes. 


The Public Library bas just received an 
invoice of yaluabie books from London. One 
large corner of the box was taken up Dy an 
extra set of G. A. Henty’s books, which are 
necessary to supply the great demand among 
javenile readers, This very popular English 
author stands in the first rank of writers of 
historical stories forthe young. His stories 
combine history and fiction and are written in 
an entertaining style. Boys do not tire of 
reading of the adventures of his heroes, and 
while enjoying the narrative they absorb 
many historical facts. ‘‘True to the Old 
Fiag’’ gives us the English side of the Ameri- 
can War of Independence. ‘‘Under Drake’s 
Fiag,’’ ‘*In Freedom’s Cause;.a Story of Wal- 
lace am Brnce,’’ ‘‘With Lee in Virginia,’’ 
‘*With Wolfe in Canada,’’ ‘‘In the Reign of 
Terror’’ and ‘‘St. George for England’’ are 
a few of the stories in which the boys take 
most interest. The stories are published ina 
very attractive style. 

For adult readers of fiction (who may also 
find the Henty books of much interest) the 
library has imported handsome English 
editions of G. M. Cfaik’s *‘Daughter of the 
People;’’ Gambier’s “swifter Thaa a Weaver's 
Shuttie,’’ a story whose interest never flags; 
C. Fothergill’s ‘‘A Voice in the Wiilderaess,’’ 
the diaiogue in which is especially clever; 
‘Lee’s ‘‘Anm Imperfect Gentieman,’’ a varia- 
tion onthe same theme as ‘‘Ten Thousand a 
Year;’’ Grant Allen’s collection of shert 
stories, ‘‘The Beckoning Hand,’’ Lady Ma- 
jendie’s ‘‘Precautions,’’ a plesant, whole- 

-some novel; Adeline Sergeant’s ‘‘Seventy 
Times Seven,’’ and William Clark Russell’s 
sketches of maritime life, entitied ‘‘Romance 
of Jeany Harlowe.’”’ A really exquisite story 
is Jerningham’s ‘‘Diane de Bretenilic’’ and 
**Rifilde,’’ atransiation from the German of 
Hansrath, is a romance of tbe Rhineland. 

THEOLOGICAL AND RELIGIOUS WORKS. 

Those whotakean interest in questions of 
theology and religion may find the new addi- 
tions in that department of vaiue. allies’ 
**Formation of Christendom,’’ in three vol- 
umes, does not profess to be a complete treat- 
ment of the subject. Itis written by a Cath- 
olic. Another work frem the Catholic stand- 
point is Cortes’ ‘‘Essays on Catholicism, Lib- 
eralism and Socialism,’’ translated from the 
Spanish. The author is‘‘one of the most 
profound thinkers of the nineteenth cent- 
ury.’’ Harper's ‘‘Metaphbysics of the 
School,’’ in three volumes, is an important 


work, written to induee English thinkers 
outside of the Philosophy of Catholicism to 
tukean interest in scholastic teaching. A 
volume bearing the title, ‘‘WhatIs Truth?’’ 
considers the doubts as to the efficacy of 
prayer raised by evolutionists, materialists 
und others. It is written by the Eari of 
Dore’s *‘Old Bibles’’ gives aa ac- 
af the early versions of the. English 
Bible with fac-similes of the title pages of 
the most important. Another work on the 
same subject by Andrew Edgar is written 
from a comparative point of view. 

Cartwright’s ‘‘Papal Conciaves’’ is a sum- 
mary of the subject **which may be of use to 
the historical student.’’ To students of the 
esoteric in religion Kdward Schure’s ‘‘Les 
Grandsin ities’’ will prove of interest. Itisa 
work on the secret history of religions. The 
thirty-fifcn volume of Max Muller’s ‘‘Sacred 
Beoks of the East*’ contains ‘*The Questions 
of King Milinda, »* ‘translated from the Pali by 
Davids. An interesting collection of the 
*‘Legendary Fictions of the Irish Celts’’ is 
edited by Patrick Kennedy. 

The Passion Play at Oberammergau is now 
being written about by various writers. The 
library bas just received: ‘*Tbe Passion Piay,’’ 
with the whole drama transiated and the 
songs in German and English, by the author 
of ‘‘Charies Lawder.’ 

Lyall’s ‘‘Asiatic Studies’’ is a series of 
essays on the religious and social conditions 
ofindia and China. ‘‘History of American 
Socialisms’’ by Noyes, is a centribution tothe 
literature of that subject by one who has had 
unusual advantages for observingthe Social- 
istic movements. Cunningham’s ‘‘Growth of 
English Industry and Commerce’’ may be 
easily read by those who are but slightly 
familiar with the history of the country and 
with political economy. A very valuable 
addition is Coulange’ s‘‘Histoire des Institu- 
tions Politique de l’Ancienne France,’’ in two 
volumes. Douse’s ‘‘introduction to the 
Gothic of Ulfilas’’ may be of interest to the 
philological student. ‘‘Contributions to the 
History of the Development of the Human 
Race’’ by Geiger, one of the furemost of Ger- 
man philologers, contains valuable essays on 
subjects of interest, written in a clear and 
attractive manner. 

BOOK FOR TENNIS PLAYERS. 

A book in which our tennis players will be 
much interested isin the Badminton library 
of sports and pastimes. The artiples in it are 
contributed by various writers, jand are on 
tennis, lawn tennis, rackets, fives. Much 
attention has recently been given to orchids, 
and the library bas airead ‘Rd purchased several 
béoks on that subject. most recent is 
‘*The Orchid-Grower’s Mental, ’* by Williams, 
copiously illustrated. Romer’s ‘‘sone Caves 
of Ojicon in Poland’’ describes tne caves and 
the objects found therein, and is lilustrated. 

Of Perrot & Chipiez great work, ‘‘History 
of Ancient Art,’’ the fwurth In the serics has 
just beon published and added to the coilec- 
tion of the library. Tbe iatest series, in two 
volumes, treats of the ‘‘Hiatery of Art in Sar- 
dinia, Judga, Syria and Asia Miner.’’ The 
volumes are handsomely illustrated und the 
entire work forms one of the most important 
contributions to thé literature of art and 
archwology. Kedford’s ‘‘Art Sales’’ is a 
history of sales of pictures and other works of 
art, in two volumes, iliustrated. Another 
handsomeiy iNustrated work is Taylor’s ‘‘In 
and About Argcient Ipswich,’’ which is also 
valuabie as illustrating the origin and growch 
of an old English historic town, 

Tosupply the increased demand for Dant 
literature, the reeuit of the formation of a 
large class for the study of that subject dur- 
ing the winter, the library hasadded among 
other works the following: Vernon’s ‘‘Read- 
ings on the Purgatorie.’’ It is based on thu 
commentary of Benvenuti da Imola, whos¢ 
work is of the highest value frem the histor- 
icalside. He is the source from which all 
the other comméntatore have drawn fer this 
side of the subject.. Schaff’s ‘Literature and 
Poetry’’ contains a Valuable contribution to 
Dante literature.in the two essays at the end 
of the book, oné on Dante and the ovher on 
the'‘Divina Commedia.’ The remaining essays 
in‘the book are on sybjects of much interest. 

A dainty voluine of verse is Bullen’s eollec- 
tien of ‘*Poems, UOhiefly Lyrical, From 
Romances and Prose-Tracts of the Eliza. 
bethan Age.’’ His other volumes of poems 
of the same period are airea a in the library. 

The library has a, vory Fe of 
works on elocution and is contie ally adding 
to it. Many ya) eat vaiuabie works have 
ae weep been added, Sandiand’s ‘‘Voice und 
Public Speaking’’ is a beek for public speak- 
ers, its objegt notes | to help them speak with 
greater ease. *s *‘Manual of the Phil- 
osophy of Voice and ®peech’’ gives the lead- 
ing opinions and essential facts bearing upon 
the spores pe & of voice and speech as applied 
to the art of speaking.

GOLD’ BRICK SWINDLERS. 


THEIR VICTIMS IN THIS CITY NUMBERED 
BY THE SCORE. 


& Methed of Cheating That ls Far Mere 
Cemmon Than Ig Generally Suppesed— 
Why Few Are Breught to Justice—Hew 
the Swindle Is Worked and Bricks Man-

nected with the Philadelphia Assay Offiee, and 

who has been spending some time in the city. 
A COMMON FORM OF SWINDLING. 

‘‘No ene who has anythingtodo witha 
government assay Office doubts that men re- 
garded as particularly shrewd are taken in 
every month. It is scarcely éver the ignorant } 
who are victimized, but those who are con- 
sidered to possess peculiar business shrewd- 
ness and acumen. Iam not ina position to 
give names, buti know that not a month 
passes without someone in St. Louis being 
taken Im, andif the victims were known it 
would surprise the community. In Phil- 
adelphia not a week passed during which 
the trick was not tried several 
times, and often it was successful. An as- 
sayer has peculiar facilities for knowing what. 
is going on In this line, although he is never 
brought into contact with the sharpers. A 
man will come to the assay office and ask if 
we will buy as much gold at current rates as 
may be offered. Assoon as this question is 
put we know that the seeker after informa- 
tion is negotiating for a gold brick. He is 
usually warned against speculation of this 


kind, but the warning is seldom heeded. 
Within a short time he will come back with a 
lot ef gold filings to be tested. 

TESTING THE FILINGS. 

‘*They are always pure gold,and he goes off 
much elated, frequently saying how much 
goid he will have tosel!. Often this is the last 
that is ever heard of him. but occasionally he 
will return with some clinpings of a very 
good grade of brass and wish to have that 
assayed. and not infrequentiy we are put 
through a rigid examination as to the porsi- 
bility of a mistake having been made in the 
firsttest. Whenever this occurs it is certain 
that a gold brick has been sold. Not one case 
in a hundred ever comes to light. 
The swindiers are usually shrewd enough to 
piace the buyer In a pasition that renders 

im unwilling to court publicity, and there- 
fore they escape scotiree. The story told is 
nearly always the samein its main features. 
Some old miner had gotten hold of a large 
amount of gold, generally in some surrepti- 
tious way, and is willing tosell if at a great 
sacrifice if be can do it on the quiet. Occasion- 
ally the gold is hisown, buthe needs money 
to carry on his mine, and buy out his 
partners, who would not sell if they 
knew what a fine thing they had, 
The go-between has no money to make the 
purchase himself and applies tothe capitalist, 
with whom he willsbare profits. The owner 
of the gold is always a very suspicious person 
who keeps himself exceedingly quiet and is 
most unwilling to have anyone know what he 
has in his p_ “session. 

WORKING A VICTIM. 

‘*A meeting is arranged, the would-be pur- 
chaser is told to get atouchstone and acid in 
order that be may test the gold, the brick is 
drilled in his presence and he is given the 
filings to have assayed. Everything seems 
perfectly fair, the tests are all 
right, the buyer has seen the brick 
bored before his eyes, and the fillings are of 
undoubted genuineness. He is pledged to 
secrecy, and given only a short time to come 
to a decision, the suspicious nature of the 
miner being assigned as a reason for haste. 
From whatI know myseif and from whatI 
have learned from others, the fact is that 
when negotiations have proceeded so fara 
sule is generally made. The victims seldom 
compiain loudly, as they aré by no means 
anxious to advertise the fact that 
they have been dealing with men who 
obtained the gold in a manner 
that rendered it necessary for them to sell it 
secretly and at a heavy logs. In this city alone 
the trick has been successfully worked at 
least a dozen times this year, and not a month 
passes in which the assayers are not requested 
to analyze gold taken from a gold brick. The 
outside of the brick is washed with gold, and 
the part which the drill penetrates is plugged. 
A wery good articie for this line of business 
can be gotten up for about $80. Instead of 
being rare, there is no form of swindling on a 
large scale that is more common.’’

A HIGHLY SENSATIONAL STORY. 


The Suit to Recover Froperty By the Heirs 
of Geoge W. Hughes, 


New YorK, Oct. 22.—The New Jersey Court 
of Chancery has on its ecalgndar for trial at 
the term which opened yesterday, @ case 
which contains ahighly sensational story. 
The litigation, of which this isa pertion, 
was begun nearly a haifa century ago, the 
first papers in the case being served by the 
then Sheriff, Alfred Ryerson, whe now lives at 
Mountainview, in Passaic County. Wm. Pen- 
nington is the pentitioner and Howard D. 
Woodruff, J. W. Grigge and William Lewis 


he respondents. Before the war when goldjwas 

very high, George W. Hughes, who had ac- 
cumulated a considerabie fortune, died 
in Russia and his widow came 
to this country with most of _ i his 
estate in her possession. Mrs. Hughes did 
not know how to convey the cash to America 
without being robbed, ahd so hit upon an in- 
genious pian which prevented evil-disposed 
persons from annoying her. She converted 
about $100,000 of the cash into gold doubloons 
and had them packed away safely ina coffin. 
She took passaye with the coffin for New 
York, and it was supposed by those on ship- 
board that in the coffin were the remains of 
her husband. Arriving in this country she 
converted the doubloons into United states 
bonds and other securities which at that time 
were very low inthe market. Then she went 
to Patterson, where she was miarried to the 
Rev. E. M. Weiss, who is now a Justice 
of the Peace in that city, Shortly after 
the marriage the will _ of hér iate 
husband arrived in this country and it was 
found thatthe whele of his estate had been 
left to some children of the brothers of the de- 
ceased. Proceedings in the interest of the 
heirs were at once begun and asa matter of 
precaution Mr. Weiss and his wife were 
served with writs of ne exeat by Sheriff Ryer- 
son, which means that they were probibited 
from leaving the State except by consent of 
the Court of Chancery. Some of the securi- 
ties had been paid over, but others were with- 
held. The late Judge Woodruff § ap- 
peared as counsel for four-fifths of 
the heirs and succeeded in 
getting possession of the securities belonging 
to his clients. When Aaron 8. Pennington, 
who began the proceedings in the interest of 
the heirs, died, Wm. Pennington succeeeded 
him. Among the bonds and securities of 
which Judge Woodruff was possessedl was a 
mortgage on some property in Paterson. 
W natever right of possession Judge Woodruff 
had in the property had been transferred to 
his heits-at-law, and consequentiy the pres- 
ent suit was instituted. Ex-Senator Greggs 
uppears in behaif of Mr. Pennington, the 
trustee of the Hughes heirs, and Mr. Lewis 
represents Howard De Wolf Woodruff, a 
lunatic, who Is the direct heirto such of bis 
father’s property ae was not pidted in the 
hands oi trustees by the will.
